ITEMS FROM EUROPE. 


By tbe steam ships M ianesotu and Hammonla a t 
this p o rt at an early hour ye.sterday mornlDg we 
received our European mail files aud correspond­ 
ence, dated to tho 20th of July.

Fifth, 
propositions of a mixed character. 
The trial of Edward Heary Park, tho "masqne- 
rader,” at the Middlesex Sessions, was fixed for 
Monday. July 25. 
The death la announced of the Countess Dow­ 
ager of Mexborough, iu tho eighty-eighth jta r of 
her age. It took place at Brighton. 
In announcing the death of tho Hon. Charle* 
Bpring-Rice, the London Post says:— 
The Foreign Offloe has susta ned another se­ 
vere loss by the death ot its Assistant Uud'tr 
Secretary. 
His extraordinary a])titude for work, 
his power of organization, his rapidity of execu­ 
tion, and bis indomitable industry, would have 
secured for him a brilliaut career in any open pro­ 
fession. 
It is stated that an order was received la Bir­ 
mingham, England, for 80,000 rifles, and thsttheir 
destination was presumed to be France. 
An order had been received at the Eogli.4h 
postal telegraph offices that no mer,sages arc to 
be received ia cipher for transmission to France. 
In consequence of the war 1.60 dock laboror* 
were discharged at Grimnby, England. 
The London JVétca of July 19 reports as follows:— 
There was another severe panic in the city yes­ 
terday, and a most hiiportaut tall took place in 
(juotations. Many descriotions of stocks were un­ 
salable at any price, and in alt classes of eecurl- 
tie< there was a senhible depreciation. Consols 
closed at 89?4 to 90 for moaey, and at 89Ji tu 90M 
for the acoouul. In tbe discount market the rate 
for good bills was threo per cent. 
Tho trial of Davitt aud Wilson, the Fenians, fof 
treason-folony, was brought to a close in London 
July 18, when the former was sentenced to flfteea 
and the latter to seven years’ penal servitndo. 
An inquest upon the body of Fanny Messer, the 
little girl who lately died from the eOccts ot inju­ 
ries inflicted by her mother, terminated In London 
in a verdict of wilful murder against the latter. 
The London yew s speaks of the new Mmiater ot 
tho United States to England thus;— 
We are asked to correct the statement that Mr. 
Theodore FrslingbiivBen, who has been nominated 
to sncc ed Mr. Motley as United Stales Minister 
at the Court of St. Jam es, was orig nally a mem­ 
ber of the democratic party, but adb<-red to that 
section of il which heartily joined in the prosecu­ 
tion of the Union war. Mr. Frelioghuysen has 
been from the commencement of his political 
career a consistent member of the party which, 
nnder the name, first, of whig, and afterwards of 
republican, opposed the demociatic policy of 
Boutlieru ascendancy and ihe extension of slavery. 
Mr. Frolinghuysen, whose name recalls the time 
when New York was Nieu Amsterdam, is as faith­ 
ful to his hereditary principles in religion as in 
politics, being a leading member of the Dutch Re­ 
formed Church.

Our European telegrams speak of a sharp 
skirmish between Freaoh and Prussian troops 
yesterday, a vigorcm action of the Prussians 
and a repulse of the French. 
As yet we 
wait for the first great tug of war. 
If we 
can regard the bluwing up of the railroad 
viaduct at Bltsohe as a suooess, then Prussia 
has won the first victory. 
It is difficult to 
regard the blowing up of the viaduct on Freneh 
soli, the more especially as the effort bad to be 
repeated and repeated, in any other light than 
as the first positive triumph in the war. 
In 
this war, more than in any war which has 
ever been waged, the railroad Is to play an 
important p art 
We cannot conceive why 
Napoleon was not more careful of this viaduct. 
Its comparatively undefended condition must 
be regarded as a blunder. 
Napoleon, it is 
possible, makes little of this particular; but 
whatever plan he may be following out It is 
uiideniablo that this railroad now destroyed 
might to an invading army have proved of 
the utmost value. 
It is now, wo t¿iok, clear that France moans 
to Invade Prussia and that Prussia means, In 
the first instance at least, to act on the 
defensive. 
The destructlou of this railroad, 
so far as Prussia is conocraed, is on this 
point proof conclusive. The first fight is to take 
place on Prussian or Gorman soil. 
A special 
cable despatch, which we print this morning, 
shows 
that the 
whole country between 
Coblentz and Mayence is being converted Into 
a huge entrencued camp. 
It is evident that 
from what Prussia has been able to learn of 
the movomeuta of the French army she bos 
come to tho conclusion that her Rhenish pro­ 
vince is most likely first to be attacked. 
The 
Prussian forces await the attack of tho 
French in 
a triangle, 
formed 
by the 
Rhine, the Moselle and tho Saar. 
The loft 
wing rests upon the Rhine, near Sardau. 
The 
right stretches out from the Moselle, near 
Treves. 
Von Moltke, the great Prussian stra­ 
tegist, is reported to have said that If Napo- 
loon^iad not marched upon the Rhine by the 
21st July, lie would never reach Mnyenoe. 
Saarlouis, it is also said, has been recently 
fortified, and it is calonlated that it will mate­ 
rially binder the progress of the French troops. 
France Is so strong and Prussia Is so well 
prepared that expectation stands on tiptoe, 
looking out for the first general struggle. 
Un­ 
til then it will be premature to say whose 
chances are best. 
It is safe to say that the 
march of the French to Berlin will not be easy. 
The prospect is not such as to encourage us 
to say that another Jena Is more likoly than 
another Leipslc or another Waterloo. 
Tho general situation remains miioh as It 
was. 
Wo have no further nows regarding 
Denmark. Russia is, if anythlug, more watoh- 
fuL 
Spain asks explanations from France. 
Austria, Italy and France seem all to be plot­ 
ting tho ruin of the Holy Father, while they 
endeavor to come to an understanding regard­ 
ing their common du'y in this war. 
Groat 
Britain is roused from one end to the other. 
Mr. Gladstone’s speech at the Lord Mayor’s 
banquet on Saturday shows that Groat Britain, 
much as sho loves peace, is neither unpre­ 
pared nor unwilling to fight, if tho necessity 
is laid upon her. 
Tho position of the British 
government is already beset with many dan­ 
gers. 
The sentiment of tho government and 
people, so far as it has been expressed, has 
been against France. If France should come out 
of this struggle victorious, France will not forget 
this. 
It la a ciirious fact that from the acces­ 
sion of Louis Napoleon up until the Crimean 
war the British people continuously trembled 
for and defied a French Invasion. 
The aveng­ 
ing of St. Helena was known to be a Napo­ 
leonic idea. Sinco the Crimean war tho entente 
cordiale has bnon but seldom and never more 
than slightly interrupted. 
Another Bonaparte 
triumphant in Berlin, might not Boulogne 
recover something of its ancient importauoe, 
and might not another threatened invasion be 
the terror of the British Isles? 
CerUin it is 
that the entente cordiale between the two 
empires has been disturbed. 
If Napoleon 
wins he may have somothing to say about 
“ perfidious Albion.” 
If he does not win it is 
not difficult to forecast the result. 
It is our 
conviction that Napoleon has no heart for this 
fight. 
Ho goes into it becauso ho cannot help 
it. 
It is a necessity laid upon him. 
If he 
had not yiel led to this imtmlse given him by 
tho French people the French people would 
have turned against him and his family. 
If 
ho wins tho French people will bow to the 
fatesi, will call him savior and will give him a 
splendid opportunity to retire in favor of his 
son. 
But if he does not win—if Prussian sol­ 
diers or the soldiers of any coalition should 
again encamp in the gardens of tho Tuileries— 
the howl agaiudt the Bonapartes will be loud 
and long and merciless. 
Wo witness the 
opening scenes of a great drama. 
Every 
fresh scene, every fresh movement, is a sur­ 
prise. 
What is to be the end no one can tell. 
Wiiilo we write the first fight may have decided 
the campaign. 
But wo wait for news. 


Mattt Allbn, who was recently sentenced 
to the State Prison for five years, for panel 
thieving, has been released on five thousand 
doUara bail, through the ingenuity of his coun­ 
sel. 
A now trial is to be granted him, one of 
the jurors confessing to a bias against him on 
tho last one. 
It is a pity that there are not 
more courts like Judge Dowling’s, where such 
weak inveulions aro unavailable for the benefit 
of old offenders like Mart Allen. 
There waa 
no doubt of his guilt, and tho law is defective 
If he Is allowed to e.scape tlrough a techni­ 
cality. 
As to a juror being biassed against 
him, it would speak better for our average 
jurymon If all of them were biassed against 
such men as Mart.

The present agltetlon of the pabilo mind in 
view of the late terrible tragedy In Twonty- 
tbird street would naturally lead us to expect 
that the presiding Judge of the Court of 
SeiMions would embody the facts of this horri­ 
ble murder in his massage from the bench to 
the Grand Jury. Judge Bedford has done more 
than this. Without omitting the most important 
questions which 
will 
undoubtedly 
come 
before 
the 
Grand 
Jury, 
he 
dwells 
upon tho fact that this tragedy is not a solitary 
instance of the depraved condition of certain 
pot lloos of the oommunity. 
Hu cites it very 
wisely as but an evidence of the demorallaed 
atmosphere in which we live. 
He reminds 
the jury that every one of them “ sworn as 
grand jurors should fully realise the condition 
of things In this city. 
The lawless class are 
becoming daily more daring and reckless. 
They must be checked in their mod career. 
The protection of society and the future wel­ 
fare of the metropolis depend In great measure 
upon the prompt award of punishment for 
crime; and the people look to the authorities 
for protection. Let them not look In vuln. Let 
every official in these trying times prove him­ 
self worthy of tho people’s confidence.” 
The people look to the police and the courts 
of law for protection against lawlessness 
and violence. 
Whether they have put their 
trust ia a delusion is questionable; but there 
is much reason to believe they have from the 
criminal records of the past year or two. Mur­ 
ders of the most fearful character have been 
perpetrated in the most populous portions of 
the metropolis, and no criminal has been 
brought to justice. 
The Burdell tragedy, 
with all the train of evidence elicited at the 
inquest, fell through the hands of tho police 
like water through a sieve. 
The assassina­ 
tion of Mr. Rogers in open day, at his own door, 
seemed to afford an ample opportunity fbr the 
exercise of detective sklU; yet never was 
there so hopeless a blunder, and, in fact, a 
succession of blunders, as in that case. 
Judge Bedford, in bis allusion to the terrible 
tragedy which now convulses the entire com­ 
munity, congratulates the Grand Jury that 
the case is in the hands of a most worthy 
citizen and fearless official—Superintendent 
John Jourdan—who will use every effort to 
arrest and punish the cowardly murderers of 
Mr. 
Nathan. 
The whole commuoiiy look 
now to Mr. Jourdan, and we trust that he 
will not prove unworthy of tho good opinion 
expressed by the City Judge, 'rbo perpetrator 
of this brutal murder must be hunted up and 
brought to justice. 
The blood of the excellent 
and unoffending gentleman so cruelly slain 
must be avenged through the channels of 
Jiutice and the law. 
No temporizing, no 
consideration for private feelings; 
no daw­ 
dling with vague oluea and theories, come 
from what source they may, should be allowed 
to stand in the path of the detective’s inflexible 
duty. 
Captain Jourdan has the machinery 
at work. 
That he is competent to reach a 
successful Issue in the detection of the real 
criminal few will doubt. 
Let us be patient. 
Let us watch events and not anticipate them, 
accepting, meantime, tho assui'ance of the 
City Judge, that every nerve will be strained 
in this terrible case *hinUl the majesty of the

United Slates on the part of representatives 
of skilled labor and mercantile experience than 
to Algeria since the conclusion of onr recent 
civil war. 
In New York alone the number of 
French signboards, annooncing every kind of 
industry and trade, has of late surprisingly 
increased. 
Even since the declaration of war 
between Franco and Prussia—an event which 
must temporarily check French as well as 
German immigration—It Is curlons to leam 
that one of the most extensive sofaemes of 
immigration from France is still being sncoess- 
fully carried out. 
Thus a despatco from St. 
Louis, which was originally a centre of French 
colonization, informed us yesterday of the 
arrival in that city of the agent of the Human­ 
itarian Society of France, on bis way to south­ 
west Missouri in search of a location for two 
ihonsand French families. 
After tho termina­ 
tion of the Impending war In Europe we may 
expect that Frenchmen, Germans, Swedes, 
Norwegians, Irish, Scotch and Eagllsh; in fine, 
Europeans of every nation, will swell the 
flood of Immigration to an unprecedented 
height. 
With our present 
comparatively 
sparse population and our vast area of terri­ 
tory we can heartily welcome all, whether 
from Europe or from Asia, who shall seek 
homes in free America and aid in the develop­ 
ment of its incalculable resources of wealth 
and prosperity,________________ 


Mb. Skward has given the negroes who 
celebrated one of their emancipation days yes­ 
terday at Auburn some sound advice.

In referenoe to tho perpetuation of the tem­ 
poral power of the Holy Father of Rome the 
proclamation of the dogma of inrallibility was 
evidently a great mistake. 
We have the news 
from Rome that orde.s have been there 
received for the concentration of the French 
troops of tho Holy City at its seaport of Oivita 
Veochla, with a view to thc-Ir embarkation for 
France at a moment’s notice. 
We have the 
additional njws from Paris that Austria has 
given her sanction to the taking possession of 
Rome by the kingdom of Italy; and wo have 
the nows from Vienna that “tho official gov- 
eniment journal of that capital announces the 
ubrogatiOQ of the ooncordat between Austria 
and Rome, and that the Papal government has 
been notified of this decisive proceeding on the 
part of Austria. 
Finally, as 1/ fully aware of 
the “manifest destiny" of Rome, as fore­ 
shadowed in these significant movements, It is 
reported that the Holy Father, anticipating the 
necessity of a retirement from the Eternal City, 
contemplates a retreat to the British island of 
Malta. 
In these simultaneous acts on the part of 
Austria and France in regard to the Pope, it 
is apparent that he is as a temporal ruler to 
be abandoned or only to be used as a make­ 
weight with t’ae kingdom of Italy. 
Tho old 
ooncordat between Aiuitria and the Pope, with 
tho numerous reforms established in tho Aus­ 
trian government under the administration of 
Von Dcust, has become practically a dead let­ 
ter. 
As it was, the authority of the Pope over 
the Austrian dominions, In matters of religion, 
education, marriages, Ao., was supreme; as 
it is, the government of the Ghuroh Is in all 
things subordinate to the Slate. 
The for­ 
mal abrogation of the concordat, however, in 
consequence of the dogma of infallibility, is 
eqidvalent to a complete abandonment of the 
Holy Father as a temporal dependent upon 
the protection of Austria without the addition 
of her consent to the occupation of Rome by 
King Victor Emanual. 
On the part of Napoleon, “ the eldest son of 
the Church,” the recall of his troops from 
Romo signifies the same thing. 
Nor can the 
Holy Father justly complain of this proceed­ 
ing after all the remonstrances and warnings 
given him from Paris concerning this dogma 
of infallibdliy. 
But even if the dogma had 
been rejected by the Council, through tho in­ 
structions of the Pope and in defurenoe to the 
wishes of France, we can hardly suppose it 
would have made any difference in tho policy 
of Napoleon at this crisis. He evidently counts 
upon a severe struggle with Prussia, armod, as 
she Is, for the fight, and strengthened, as she is, 
by all the German family of States up to the 
Austrian frontiers. 
Hence to Napoleon the 
necessity of a clear underslandlag, not only be­ 
tween France and Austria, but between France, 
Austria and Italy, on the basis of Italian and 
Austrian neutrality, If not of active co opera­ 
tion with France in the war. 
Austria clearly 
sympathizes with France, but has her misgiv­ 
ings of tho syropatbios of Italy. 
Venice was 
the gift to Italy from Prussia, and the Italians, 
while grateful to Bismarck, have become dis­ 
trustful of Napoleon; for they remember, too, 
the loss of Savoy and the expulsion by Napo­ 
leon’s Cbassepols of Garibaldi from the gates 
of Rome. 
lleiioe Austria consents to the 
occupation of Rome by Victor Emmanuel, 
while proclaiming the abrogation of the oon- 
oordant. 
Hence, in any event, the Issnes of this war, 
already clearly foreshadowed, are the abolition 
of the States of the Church, their annexation 
to the kingdom of lUIy, the temporary retire­ 
ment of the Pope of Rome, and his return 
simply as the head of tho Church, under 
the 
protection 
of the 
high 
contracting 
parties 
in tho 
treaty of 
peace. 
What 
the compensations to France may be from Italy, 
and what the equivalents to Austria, are not 
yet hinted a t ; but that they will Involve some 
changes in the 
southern political map of 
Europe, from tho island of Sardinia to the 
Danube, is almost certain. 
It will suffice for 
the present that with France and Austria the 
dogma of Papal infallibility bus virtually 
settled the transfer of tho Papal States to the 
kingdom of Italy. The Holy Father, in select­ 
ing Malta as his retreat, in view of the necessity 
of bis retirement, doubtless expects an early 
return to Rome under some new arrangement, 
or otherwise we should again recommend him 
the advantages of a permanent removal to the 
United States, where he would be permanently 
seoure against all European intrigues, compli­ 
cations, coalitions and chances of war, and 
where his infallibility as the head of tho Church 
would excite no dangerous jealousies and could 
do LO harm. 
As it is Papal infallibility, 
though a great hit as a leligious dogma, is 
manifestly a political mistake, whereby Gari­ 
baldi is waiting for a call to Rome.

Moet people, even the welMnforraed, when 
casually speaking of “ Frar.oe” or the “ French 
Empire,” forget the full slgnlflcance of that 
expression. 
Glancing at a map of tho globe, 
wo discover in France proper a territory so 
small, in comparison with our own vast con­ 
tinental domain, that we are forcibly remi ;ded 
of Mr. Marcy’s famous phrase, when he spoke^ 
of Austria as “ a mere patch on tho earth’s 
surface.” 
Her European limits are hardly 
eqnal to the combiued siiperfloles of two or 
throe of our larger States at the North, while, 
at the South, Texas alons exoeods them by 
about slxty-nlno thousand square miles. 
Yet, 
within those boundaries France has a popula­ 
tion of thirty-eight million souls. 
But if we 
set forth upon a geographical tour of her out­ 
side posts and military and naval poasessions 
we are soon struck by, not merely their 
number and extent, but by the strategic con­ 
tinuity that can bo distinctly traced in their 
arrangement and their relations to each other. 
It was the boast of 
British 
orators 
and 
statesmen not 
long 
sinco, 
when 
extolling the power of their own country, 
that “its morning drumbeat is heard around the 
world,” the allusion roferrlug to her chain of 
colonies In every zone and in every quarter of 
the earth. 
In truth, her nominal possessions 
in America, Asia and Africa, including the 
Canadas, Australia, India and the Cape of 
Good Hope, are immeuse. 
But it must be re­ 
membered that Ihtpso regions hang so loosely 
to the mother country os to be almost Inde­ 
pendent, and their actual severance from the 
central control is but the question of another 
generation. 
The home power is of too limited 
proportions, too closely hedged in by rival and 
menacing States, an d ' too greatly exhausted 
of physical rosourcos, in comparison with the 
rapidly growing strength of its colonies, to 
hold its direct sway over them much longer. 
In view of this fact the idea was broached, a 
few years since, of making India the cehtro 
of control, and thereby acquiring a conti­ 
nental status in the East. 
But tho 
cli­ 
mate and soil of India 
are the 
very 
reverse of those of England, and the sugges­ 
tion has been little heard of in later years. 
With France the case is totally different. 
While It is true that she has lost tho magni­ 
ficent domain which was once co-cxtensive 
with 
the 
present 
United 
States 
and 
the Canadas taken together, when her flag was 
carried by water, not only to all the shores of 
tho Atlantic and I’aciflo oceans, but into the 
very heart of the wilderness on land, a shrewd 
and far-seeing policy has dotted the surface 
of the globe with outposts that have become, 
and of choice remain, intensely French. 
Lot us see I Setting out eastward, wo find her 
firmly established in Algeria, the finest part of 
the north of Africa, and with the Suez Canal 
under her Inflnonce, lying directly athwart tho 
great highway of Oriental traffic. 
Holding 
Nice as her own, and garrisoning Romo and 
Civita Vecchia, as an indispensable occupant, 
she clasps the Mediterranean Sea in her em­ 
brace, while from Suez she looks out upon the 
Red Sea, and from the Red Sea hitherward 
upon Egypt, and thitherward upon Syria and 
Arabia. 
Thus,- upon the north of the African 
continent she is encamped with 8,000,000 of 
population. 
Following her down the western 
coast and thence around tho c.apes, we find 
her with 1,000,000 la Senegambia, a province 
of untold future wealth and importance; on 
the C6ted’0 r (alsocalled Porto-Novo); at Ga­ 
boon with 200,000; at He de la Reunion with 
225,000; at the lies Mayotte and Nosai-Bti with 
91,000, and at He Ste. Mario with 10,000 sub­ 
jects. 
Mauritius, the He de France and her 
allianrcs in Madagascar, make her strong In 
the Mozambique Channel, as she is strong in 
the Mediterranean and the Red seas. 
In Asia 
she protects in tho usual way tho brilliant little 
kingdom of Cambodia, and bolds six provinc es 
of Cochin China, and the fine old settlement of 
Pondicherry and its dependencies. In Oceania 
she has New Caledonia and the Loyalty and 
Marquesas Islands, with nearly 2,000,000 in­ 
habitants, and protects the Tahiti group and 
the Gambler island) as well as tho Touamatou 
and Toubouai isles. 
These protectorates give 
her 1,000,000 of people. 
In America she has 
French Guiana, Guadeloupe, Martinique, St. 
Pierre and Miquelon, with 2,800,000 inhabit­ 
ants. 
Then she has fishing rlrhts and sottle- 
ments of some importance at Capa BreUm and 
many minor points dotted over tho Western 
hemisphere. 
In fine, It will be safe lo com­ 
pute that, scattered about thus, she has de­ 
votedly attached to her fully 12,000,000 of 
people, partly natives of tho respective conn-

Eight or nine millious surplus a month tt 
bo applied to the liquidution of the debt 
was a considerable sum; 
ten millions waa 
better still; but seventeen millions, which U at 
the rate of a hundred and eighty milLons s 
year, is glorious, and shows that the debt Is 
a bagatelle to this rich and prssperous coun­ 
try. 
The reduction in Juno was over twenty 
millions, wbioh makes within \he last two 
months over thirty-five millions. O f oonrsrv 
we cannot ezpeot the debt to bo Fqi;!- 
dated so rapidly hereaRer when the laws of 
Congress ruducing taxation come Into <>prrb- 
tion; but we have no doubt there will be still 
a large surplus to be applied to the paymeat 
of the debt.

A full and aco irate statistical record of saok 
accidents during tho last ten years would 
reveal an aggregate of horritdo results too 
dreadful to 
contemplate. 
The 
statemeni 
which the late Mr. Nathan made to an Amsri- 
oan railway king, that at the Mount Sinai Hos­ 
pital alone, “in the course of two years, 
nearly forty persons, more or less seriously 
injured along tho line of bis railroad in the 
city, had been brought in and treated, without 
the expense of a cent either to the railroad or 
to tho injured parties,” gives but a faint idea 
of the accidents which occur along the tbou- 
sanda of miles of railway iu the United States. 
The inual verdict in each of these cases is, 
“Nobody to blame." But tho time will surely 
come when no such verdict can be accepted, 
and when tampering with hnman lite on tbs 
part of railway corporations shall excite us 
deep indignation and bo as summarily pan- 
isbed as any alleged “tamperlug with ths 
swlloh” by Individuals.

In my previous letters I alluded io a campaign 
nrw being prosecuted among the French Cana­ 
dians in the Interests of atmexatlon, instancing 
the election in Quebec East and the mass meet­ 
ings hold at Levis, Kamoiiraiika and other points, 
1 own 1 am quite at a loss to account for the snc* 
«esg which attends these meetings. 
If the Catho- 
lio clergy willed it they could put an eud to all 
these demonstrations by on» cra~k of the whip 
of religious coercion over their object team. But 
they permit or Jo not oppose tho holding of these 
meetlugs under the auspices of men pra.-tlcally 
under the ban of tho Church. It has bceu re­ 
ported that the American sympathizers in Osnada 
were approaching the Catholic clergy of Canada 
through the 
CATHOLIC rnSKÍlT IN NIW YORK. 
and that they would endeavor to obtain the goo<l 
offices of the American hierarcy in converting or 
disarming tho conxervative clergy of Canada. 
But I cannot think that they should have so soon 
succeeded in so viul a point as this. 
To resume, Sunday is tho great day for political 
dlscus-ions in Catholic Canada, and tho huatiugs 
arc tho vanoua church doors. 
After vo-pers tho 
whole congregation gathers without the sacred 
editioe, tho county moniher or the stump orator 
of tlie day stands on the steps or on the seat of a 
Tehicle, and the session is opened. The French 
Canadian goes in for public mootings aud speech 
makiug almost as strong by as tho American. The

groat peril to the liberal party in Lower Canada, 
whose fortunes I have bo long followed, my aim 
was, by a calm and earnest statement of some 
couBiderutioiis lyiug at tho threshold of the eub- 
ject, to arrest the attention of valued friends, 
who, there was some rea.son to believe, were 
about to commit what I could not help consider- 
iug a grave political blunder, by assistfug in the 
formation of a distinctive party to agitate 
the 
question 
of 
Immcdiaie 
inilependonce. 
Highly as are tho uses of party and party 
fidelity to be esteemed in oountries possessing rep­ 
resentative institutions, it would be absurd to pro­ 
tend that on a qnestion bo momentous as this the 
ordinary obligatiooN.of party fealty can be in­ 
voked to bind the consciences or control tlie judg­ 
ments of the members of a party organized for 
purposes within the usual Bcope of political par­ 
ties. On the contrary, if this question Is really 
made 
a practical one it 
must 
necessarily 
supersede 
old 
party 
issues and 
lead 
to 
a complo recast of parties.

My 
own position on this question can be very 
briefly, aud ItshaU be very plainly, stated. In the 
pre.sent circumstances of the country I do not re­ 
gard independence as either desirable or attainable. 
No adequate cause of revolution exists among ub, 
and, in tho absence of any such cause, 1 do nut 
believe our people can bo induced to demaud 
Buoh a revolution. Iloldiug these views 1 depre­ 
cate an agitation, which must be fruitless so far 
as its avowed object is concerned, but which may 
be fruitful of disaster to the country, by weaken­ 
ing, if not destroying, the legitimate liberal party, 
now rapidly gahiuig btrungth throughout the whole 
Dominion.” 
BucU are th e last dying w ords of Mr. H olton, 
and rarely is a politioai conjecture so accurately 
and speedily verified as th at m ade in the Nkw 
Yorx H e e a lh . 
tiince Juno, 1669, th at journal has 
predicted the com plete obiiteiation oi party lines 
as sure to follow wben iadependeuoe becam e a t all 
popular. M ore recently, review ing M r. H olton's 
situation, it took occasion to allude to the scliism 
betw een him and his oolleagues on this question 
ot independence, and p u t into his m outh the very 
word» which he here em ploys couceruiug rl.dng 
superior to party ties. 
Mr. Holton Is walking 
rig h t onw ard to a coalition with Sir Jo h n A. M ac­ 
donald, and tho m ost w eatherw lse pobticians a t 
tho capital declare th at if within the n ex t tw o 
m onths indepemlenco or annexation gains ground 
then the coalition will be formed to prevent it.

In oourse of conversation yesterday 
With Colonel Chamberlin, tban whom there is no 
more enthusiantic Canadian, and who, aa the mest 
diitinguishcd “ hero” of the recent war of Chicka 
biddy liick, should feel the slight koenost, if «light 
there were, he said, very sensibly:— 
“ England votes thanks to Nelson or Wellington 
after the Nile or Waterloo. We simply did our 
duty.

1 therefore think it would be wise, taking 
all into oonsidoraüon, to oontinuo this adudnistra- 
tion another term, and I predict the people will 
so decide. Tbat President Grant has made somo 
mistakes I freely admit; but, as they wera 
mbUkes and not intentional erfors, the presnmp- 
Uon Is, that they wiU, as fhr as pracUoable, bo 
avoided in the folnre. And it is by no means 
oertain that any of onr greatest aud most expe­ 
rienced statesmen would not. if in his sitoation, 
have committed errors eqnally grave. That the 
government is, on the whole, being caretnUy and 
prudently administereii and the laws fhithfully en­ 
forced, w*thout cluBtor, flurry, “fear, favor or 
afiectioa,*' no one c a b trutnfuUy dony. 
The 
honest and taitliful eollectioa of the revenue has 
enabled the government to reduce the publio 
debt at a rate below ten millions of dollars 
per month, on an average, since tiie date of 
President Omnt’s lhauguration, and warranted 
Congre&B to greatly reduce the rate of Uxation. 
This ought to be satisfactory. But there are those 
who desire to break down the administration for 
the purpose of advancing their own lutereste| and 
I regret to add tbat some of them are shining 
lights In the republican party. As to changes 
and propesed cbangea In office to which yon reter 
I need only eav that, so far as they have occurred. 
I am of the oploion the service has been improved. 
There are, of course, some exceptions. I would 
not, with my limitod informatiou, have recalled 
Mr. Motley; but no one can find fhult with Mr. 
Prelinghaysan as his auocessor, The latter is not, 
probably, tiie equal of the former in the field of 
battle; but Mr. Motley is hardly tbe equal of the 
latter inJurlspradenoe. and statesmanship. Per­ 
sonally la m oatished with President Grant’s ad­ 
ministration. Inking it all in all I donbt if any 
one of our leadlug statesmen of greater preten- 
sious would improve it. I have feit euch a sense 
of safety and security for all our flree iueti-

offloe, snch a fT-eedom Ifom aoHcltude and anxiety, 
which pursned me day and night, for two year* 
preceding, like an omen of evil, tbat I feel like 
protesting against a obange, anlesa for the gravest 
reasons. It ia trne, as you state, that some influ­ 
ential public Jouruais of republican politics have 
aaealled President G rant; but, they have assailed 
CongrtM with equal reoklessnesa; and, in each 
case, as I think, without sufficient reasons. 
The 
conductor* of papers are, like the rest of ns, only 
human. They have their likes and dislikes, and 
are not always wise enough to suppress tbe spirit 
of fault-ending, especially when disappointed in 
their personal aspirations. 1 believe 1 have now 
traversed all your luqulrlss, answering them 
fYankly as you teqaested.

Nab Ant, Mass., August 1, 1870. 
This charming mldsiitamur rutreai baa to-day 
been the scene of a Kaiiierlns of unusual interest 
aud loiportanoe. Tbe veterans of the Eighth Massa- 
chaselis regiment, those urave fellows wno m arched 
through BalUmore, who opened the way from Anap- 
oils to Wasbingtuu at the birth of the rebelllou and 
saved tho National Capital from tne grasp of tne 
rebols. assembled here lor their annual reunion. 
Two or three hundred were present, and am ong tbe 
num ber was tbe lrreprei.slble Ben Butler, who went 
with them as oommander when the first call was 
m ade fur troops. 
The custom ary social reuiiton 
took place in tbe earlv part of tbs day, and this 
was followed by a fish and clam dinner in the Relay 
House. 
Aiierw ards the veterans aesemljled under a little 
cininp of ctierry Uees upon the sea beach ahore, 
where they were accepiably enteitalucd for a wbt.e 
by a brief address from Major Ben Perley Poore, 
wluch embraced am ong the features a full military 
history of this sectlou of the State, from the ancient 
Indian w ars down to tbe present ilm i. 
When Major Poore had flnUhed there were loud 
calls for Oeneral Bailor, and he could uot do other­ 
wise than respond. General Butier, acldressmg the 
company as comrades, said Uiat it was fair that once 
In a while he should bo allowed to listen, and be bad 
Ustened with great Interest to the address of Major 
Poore.

By w ay of Europe we have our new spaper Hies 
from Turkey, dated in C onstantiuople ou tho 6th 
of July. 
The journals supply the following Im­ 
p o rtan t news rep o rts:— 
From the Levant H er.M of July 6 and w ritten 
reports from the Turkish provinces we have the 
following advices 
The official plan fbr the reconstruction of P era 
is said to be on the point of bem g approved, if, 
indeed, ft has not already beea decided upon. 
The P h a re de Uosphore, a little journal which 
gets the credit of certain inflnential ‘-iuspirations” 
in C onstantinople, states th a t there has been an 
interchange of “ notes” betw een the British and 
Russian governm ents on the subject of the M ara­ 
thon m urdors. 
The diplomatic usage to not to 
em ploy official “ notes” under such circum stances, 
and there is reason to believe th at no docum ent 
of the kind has been received from tho Foreign 
Office from Prince Oortschskoff. 
Tho B aasiret publishes a letter from Slmmla 
stating th at there were 26 ,(>00 soldiers in cam p 
there, and th at various m ilitary manueiivres are 
practised daily. 
The sam e p aper in an article on th e late fire in 
P era repudiates the im putation made in certain 
quarters th at the generosity shown by the Porte 
to the Bofferers was prom pted by m otives of poli­ 
tical in terest, by a wish to carry favor with Eu­ 
rope. 
The Turkish Jonrnal is severe upon those 
“ who, under the im pression th at the governm ent 
is bound to relieve them , harass the authorities 
with their im uortiinities. 
Some years ago an 
equally terrible fire devastated 
Stiimboiu, on 
which occasion thousands of Mussulman families 
w ere ruined. 
But Europe was lar from vouch- 
ssflng to them the same charitv th at it has ex ­ 
tended to the sufferers by the Pera fire, for whom 
large European subscriptions have been m ade.” 
The ikm ria publishes telegram s from Rashid 
Pacna, the G overnor General of Syria, describing 
his proceedings against the “ refractory niounlaiii 
trib es.” 
He had established his base of o p era­ 
tions a t Terdjano in the Beti-Ghelef, a dependency 
of l.attakia. 
All tho tribes in the neighborhood 
iiad made their submission and given up their 
iirins. 
Tliey bad furnished their quota, also, to 
th e m ilitary contingent, and paid their allotted 
sliare of the expeiisesof the expedition, for which, 
in reto rn , they W d ree.eived full pardon from the 
governm ent. 
The village of Chalha, how ever, 
m aintained its resistance, and the Governor Gen­ 
eral, aooom panied by All Pacha, general of divi­ 
sion, an d a detachm ent o f troops m ounted on 
m ules, proceeded in person to subdue this village, 
situated hi a strong position ou a ateep. 
Tlie 
roads, surrounded by dense lorests, w ere alm ost 
im possible to traverse, and it taxed all the energy 
of the troops to work their way to Chalha. 
As 
soon as th e m ountaineers found th at the soldiers 
were upon them they abandoned the village and 
took refuge in the m arshy grounds at the foot of 
tke rocks. 
The troops seized l.OtfO sheep and 6(tO 
head of cattle, aud “ as the village had, from its

osition, become a very nest of disafiectiou and 
rigandage, it was set fire to und destroyed.”

nieiit of the class of articles which it would be d e­ 
sirable Turkey should seiid .ao d th at the P orte 
had referred this statem ent of the English com 
m ittee to bis ExceU<-ncy Caboiili P udm . Minister 
of Comm erce, with instriicti ins to see th at its sug­ 
gestions w ere carried into full effect. 
The tollo wing local ite-na ia C oustantlnople are 
■applied by the journals of th a t city of Ju ly 6 :— 
The Viceroy of E gypt is expected this afte r­ 
noon. 
W e have re a su n to W licve th a t his H igh­ 
n ess’ visit is tlie result of a very u rg en t recom ­

M ajor CroBsman, R. E., has arrived from Lon­ 
don, sent by tho Uritish Treasury to rep o rt on the 
s tate of the Embassy palace in P era, with a view 
(o its restoration. 
A ccording to the Independaure Jlellenúine, Ta-

Within a period of live years tho 
aiiniial charge for the public deb t has been 
increased by £8.'.3,022, rcpresctiling a capital, 
if borrow ed at tw elve p er cent, of £7,000,000 
thus showing th at the perm anent deficit anionnfs, 
on an av erag e, to £l,106,u00 per annum . 
It ia 
necessary to bear in mind th at this dctieit is caused 
by various item s of expenditure which, for years 
to com e, will probably be increased ra th e r than 
dim inished; and it m ay therefore be assumed 
th at, to g eth er with the annual increaso in ordi- 
n anr and e.xtraordinary e.vpenditnre, tho tcvom ie 
of Turkey w ill for an indeliiiUc period fall short 
by ab o u t £2,600,000 of tho gro.ss outlay of the 
country.

and how far their em ployers were satisfled with 
tho experim ent of Chinese labor on the sugar 
Held. 
W e were informed by the m anager, Mr. 
K iugsly, th a t the enterprise is undoubtedly a suc­ 
cess, unless Borae disturbing elem ent arises which 
cannot a t present be foreseen. 
The Cliiiieno 
plough in good style, equally as well as trained 
colored iiloiighmen. 
They are as y et a little slow 
with the hoe. but are constantly Improving, and 
they work with a steady pcrsoverauce during aU 
the allotted hours of labor. 
It has been montioiied before in this p aper th at 
the Chinese ap p ear unwilling to en g ig o as lab o r­ 
ers on plantations or farm s unless in large num ­ 
bers. This may easily be accounted for by ob- 
Tlons reasons. 
In addition to this, it seems th at 
lu th eir work they pay little attention to any direc­ 
tions given, unless such directions come through 
the medium of their liead leaTi. This is the case 
with the Chinese on the Millundnn plantation. 
They attend iniplicitlv to any direction given by 
their chief, however. ‘ This chief, so far a s we can 
ascertain, appears to be a man of superior caste or 
ran k , and as snch commands the resp ect of his 
m ore plebeian followers, 
lie w ears a species of 
b racelet on his arm , which seem s to be the em­ 
blem of authority, and be is probably of the Chi­ 
nese aristocracy of learning. 
At any rate, as long 
as things are satisfactorily arranged with the leaif 
ing m an there appears to be no tear of trouble 
w ith the subordinates. 
John Chiuuinan seems to entertain a very lively 
sense of his own interest in any bargain be m akes; 
and the m an of the Flow ery Kingdom is not a 
w hit behind the descendants of C anaan’s conciucr- 
ors iu business shrowduess. 
He has a keenreltbh, 
too, for getting hold of th e rig h t end of the as­ 
p aragus—for [laving the best of a hargain. 
This 
was shown by some keen nianosuvrliig to arrange 
the system of labor for live days and a half each 
w eek, while getting paid for six days. 
He is open 
to reason, how ever, and acknowleilging with b e­ 
w itching candor tliat be would not like to work 
six days and g et paid for five and a half, he w a.s 
brought by Y ankee astuteness to acknow ledge, 
also, tliat the rule ought to work both w ays; so 
John was tlnallv contented to obtain reinuutrution 
to Hip extent of his labor, and no more. 
We liad some opportunity to learn w hat tho 
rolorod man thinks of his now com petitor, and 
how Ibr they are likely to harmonize together. 
One m an said th at the ph-ntifultiess of Chinese 
lab o r would have tho effect of stirring up some 
of the lazy folks, ami m ako them open their eyes 
when they fonnd th at labor w as »o pleutilul ; 
t h i t they uonld no longer loaf until tho m eal b a r­ 
rel was em pty and th e last fat side gone, and 
then go to w ork for sonio oiio wlio was glad to 
g et them . 
A nother said no dceent colored man need tron- 
ble him self about John C hinam an, “ ’causé you 
see, boss, d at any m an’s got a licad on his shonl- 
ders all's willin’ to m e eo tiriu.s a n ’ leg, kin alliis 
g it wiick in dis country, ’cuzc dare alius pleoty to 
d o .”

The straw is generally short, l.nt tho herry is nn- 
tisimlly large and healthy. 
In quality tho w heat 
of this sen‘o n ia far superior to any ever hereto­ 
fore raised in the S tate. 
Tho out crop is im- 
iiicnse. 
Tho yield is liirgcT than has ever before 
been known in the Sta1<>, and it weighs out moro 
than it liad done in any previous year. The yield of 
rye and barley is also e.xcellent, ami so of early 
broom corn. 
We hear of portions of onr county 
w here (lie corn is grow ing finely, liaving liud 
abuiidaiice of ruin, wriiile iu other se<'tions not a 
show er has come to refresh it, ami it ia shrivelling 
ill the iiicen.se Iicat. 
Tho same accoiiiits come to 
us Ironi all p arts of N orthern K ansas. 
All concur, 
how ever, in saying th at tho long “ heated .spell” 
Is doing the crop g reat dam age, and th at to give 
us any tiling like a fair yield there m ust be generous 
show ers within a short tim e. The abum lant yield 
of sm.all grains will make tho failure of a lull crop 
of corn less a calainity than it othorwi.so would 
have Itccn. 
M any of our farm ers, liowz ver, had 
lilnnt' d very liltle ex'cept corn, and a partial or 
tot.al fiiilorc of this crop would b o a severe blow 
to tlu ni.

Jeopardy, or that he would receive great bodily 
harm, seized au old musket with bayonet attached 
and stabbed Fingleton in the lefc breast, the steel 
entering in tbe region of the heart and causing: almost 
Instant death. The alarm was instantly given, when 
officer John Kelly, of the seventeenth precinct, ap- 
peared on the scene of tho tragedy and arrested 
Langfned, whom he took to the station house, f he 
meu wlta deceased at the time oc the trade occur- 
rence were detained as witnesses, Ihe police 
earned the body of Flngleton to the police station 
to awalc an investigation.

Snuerintendent Jourdau yesterday issued the fo& 


lowing general order:— 


The following Rule was adopted DT the Board of| 
Police, at a meeting held on the £9th inst., and 13 
herewith transmitted for the uiformation of tho 
force, to wit;— 


SOTS. 
When any memoer of me police force shall arrest 
any person lor an offence, who. irom Delng Intoxi- 
cated or from any other cause, is not m a condition 
Jo understand or answer questions or comprehend, 
the nroceedlngs of the court, such person shall ba 
taken to the station house, and (if clearly intoxh 
cated) detained until sober, and shall then be taken: 
to court. If tae case is not clearly a case of intoxt' 
cation, but one which may require medical treat- 
ment, tne precinct surgeon shall be promptly called^ 
and the arrested party treated at the station housij 
or sent to a hospital, as the surgeon shall advise, 
and when restored to a fit condition shall be taken 
to the court and charged with the orrence for whicn, 
he was arrested; and while lu hospital the arrested 
party shall be In leeal custody of the police. 
If the party was arrested lor the onence of intox* 
Icatiou, and the surgeon shall decide that it is not 
a case of Intoxication, but thac medical treatment la 
required, the party shall not be held in custody as a 
prisoner, but may be seat to a Hospital, or home, ad 
toe snrgeou shall advise. 
Every case occurring under taia Rale, where a 
surgeon shall be called, shall be promply reported 
by him to the Board, with all "tae laces relating

Tbe latctt Plmse of the War movement. 


Our European telegrams speak of a sharp 


skirmisli between French and Prussian troops 
yesterday, a vigorous action of the Prussians 
and a repulse of the French, As yet we 
wait for the first great tug of war. 
If we 


can regard the blowing up of the railroad 
viaduct at Bitsche as a success, then Prussia 
has won the first victory. 
It is difficult to 


regard the blowing up of the viaduct on French 
soil, the more especially as the effort had to be 
repeated and repeated, in any other light than 
as the first positive triumph in the war. 
In 


this war, more than in any war which has 
ever been waged, the railroad is to play an 
important part. 
We cannot conceive why 


Napoleon was not more careful of this viaduct. 
Its comparatively undefended condition must 
be regarded as a blunder. 
Napoleon, it is 


possible, makes little of this particular; but 
whatever pian he may be following out it is 
undeniable that this railroad now destroyed 
might to an invading army have proved of 
the utmost value. 


It is now, we think, clear that France means 


to invade Prussia and that Prussia means, in 
the first instance at least, to act on the 
defensive. 
The destruction of this railroad, 


so far as Prussia is concerned, is on this 
point proof conclusive. The first fight is to take 
place on Prussian or German soil. A special 
cable despatch, which we print this morning, 
shows 
that the 
whole country between 


Coblenfz and Mayence is being converted into 
a huge entrenched camp. It is evident that 
from what Prussia has been able to learn of 
the movements of the French army she has 
come to the conclusion that her JKhenish pro- 
vince is most likely first to be attacked. The 
Prussian forces await the attack of the 
French in 
a triangle, 
formed 
by the 


Rhine, the Moselle and the Saar. Tha left 
wing rests upoa the Shine, near Sardau. The 
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I right stretches out from the Mosell 


Treves. Von Moltke, the great Prussian sfra- 
tegtst, is reported to hare said that if Kapo- 
leon had not marched upon fhe Shine bv the 
2lst July, he would never reach Mayence. 
SaarlouR it is al,~o said, lias been recently 
fortified, and it is calculated ihat jt will mate- 
rially hinder the progress of the French troops. 
France is so strong and Prussia is BO well 
prepared that expectation stands on tiptoe, 
looking out for the first gsneral straggle. Un- 
til then it will be premature to say whose 
chances are best. It is safe to say that thc 
march of the French to Berlin will not be easy. 
The prospect is not such as to encourage us 
to say that another Jena Is more likelyVfcan 
another Leipsic or another Waterloo. 
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Tbe Mysterious fllurder—Judge Bedford's 


Chnrse to tbe Gnmd Jury. 


The present agitation of the public mind in 


view of ihe late terriKe tragedy la Twenty- 
third street would naturally lead us to expect 
that the presiding Judge of the Court of 
Sessions would embody tho facts of this horri- 
ble murder in his message from the bench to 
the Grand Jury. Judge Bedford has done more 
than this. Without omitting the moat important 
questions which will 
undoubtedly 
come 


before 
the 
Grand 
Jury, 
he 
dwells 


upon the fact that this tragedy is not a solitary 
instance of the depraved condition of certain 
portions of the community. He cites it very 
wisely as bnt an evidence of the demoralized 
atmosphere in which we live. He reminds 
the jury that every one of them " sworn as 
grand jurors should fully realize the condition 
of things in this city. The lawless class are 
becoming daily more daring and reckless. 
They must be checked in their mad career. 
The protection of society and the future wel- 
fare of the metropolis depend in great measure 
upon the prompt award of punishment for 
crime; and the people look to the authorities 
for protection. Let them not look in vain. Let 
every official in these trying times prove him- 
self worthy of the people's confluence." 


The people look to the police and the courts 


of law for protection against lawlessness 
and violence. Whether they have put their 
trust in a delusion ia questionable; but there 
is much reason to believe they have from the 
criminal records of the past year or two. Mur- 
ders of the most fearful character have been 
perpetrafed in the moat populous portions of 
the metropolis, and no criminal has been 
brought to justice. The Burdell tragedy, 
with all the train of evidence elicited at the 
inquest, fell through, the hands of the police 
like water through a sieve. The assassina- 
tion of Jfr. Rogers ia open day, at hia own door, 
seemed to afford an ample opportunity for the 
exercise of detective still,« yet never was 
there so hopeless a blunder, and, in fact, a 
succession of Wanders, as io that case.

i^mumty, congratulates the Grand Jury that 


the case ia m the hands of a most worthy

of France nnd Austria. 


In reference to tho perpetuation of the tem- 


poral power of the Holy Father of Rome tho 
proclamation of the dogma of infallibility was 
evidently a great mistake! Wo have the news 
from Borne that orde.'a have been there 
received for the concentration of the French 
troops of tho Holy City at its seaport of Civita 
Vecchia, with a view to their embarkation for 
France at a moment's notice. 
Wo have the 


additional nsws from Paris that Austria has 
given her sanction to the taking possession of 
Rome by the kingdom of Italy ; and we have 
the news from Vienna that "the official gov- 
ernment journal of that capital announces the 
abrogation of the concordat between Austria 
and Eome, and that the Papal government has 
been notified of this decisive proceeding on the 
part of Austria. Finally, as if fully aware of 
the "manifest destiny" of Home, as fore- 
shadowed in ihfee signlSeant movements, it ia 
reported that the Holy Father, anticipating the 
necessity of a retirement from the Eternal City, 
contemplates a retreat to the British island of 
Malta. 


In these simultaneous acts on the part of 


Austria and Franco in regard to the Pope, it 
is apparent that he is as a temporal ruler to 
be abandoned or only to be used as a make- 
weight with the kingdom of Italy. The old 
concordat between Austria and the Pops, with 
the numerous reforms established in the Aus- 
trian government under the administration of 
Ton Beust, has become practically a dead let- 
ter. 
As it wa.3, the authority of the Pope over 


the Austrian dominions, in matters of religion, 
education, marriages, *c., was supreme; as 
it is, the government of the Church is in all 
things subordinate to the State. 
The for- 


mat abrogation of the concordat, however, ia 
consequence of the dogma of infillibiiity, is 
equivalent to a complete abandonment of the 
Holy Father as a temporal dependent upon 
the protection of Austria without the addition 
of her consent to the occupation. of Eeme by 
Kiag Victor Eznanaei. 


On Hie part of Napoleon, "the eldest son of 


the Church," the recall of his froops from 
Rome signifies the same thing. Nor can tho 


Jturnings and recriminations among those who 
en^a^ed aud suffered in tho "Lost Cause," 
and they K**^ bettor bo abandoned first as last;

Most people, even the we!Unforme3, when 


casually speaking of "France" or the "French 
Empire," forget the full significance of that 
expression. 
Glancing at a map of the globe, 


we discover in France proper a territory so 
small, in comparison with our own vast con- 
tinental domain, that we are forcibly remudcd 
of Mr. Marcy's famous phrase, when he spoke 
of Austria aa "a mere patch on the earth's 
surface." 
Her European limits are hardly 


equal to tho combined superficies of two or 
three of our larger States at the North, while, 
at the South, Texas alone exceeds them by 
about sixty-nine thousand square miles. Yet, 
within, those boundaries Franco has a popula- 
tion of thirty-eight million souls. But if we 
set forth upon a geographical tour of her out- 
side posts and military and naval possessions 
we are soon struck by, not merely thoir 
number and extent, but by the strategic con- 
tinuity that can be distinctly traced in their 
arrangement and their relations to each other. 


It was the boast of 
British 
orators 


and 
statesmen not 
long 
siace, 
when 


extolling tho power of their own country, 
that' 'its morning drum beat is heard around the 
world," the aliusio-i referring to her chain of 
colonies in every zone and ia every quarter of 
the earth. In truth, her nominal possessions 
in America, Asia and Africa, including the 
Oanadag, Australia, India and the Cape of 
Good Hope, are immense. But it must be re- 
membered that those regions hang so loosely 
to the mother country as to be almost inde- 
pendent, and their actual severance from the 
central control is bra the question of another 
generation. 
The home power is of too limited 


proportions, too closely hedged in by rival and 
menacing Sfcntes, and too greatly exhausted 
of physical resources, in comparison with the 
rapidiy growing strength of its colonies, to 
hold its direct sway over them much longer.

French Immigration to tho United States. 


It is 
probable 
that 
statistics would 


show a greater French iffin%ratioa to the 
United States on the part of representatives 
of skilled labor and mercantile experience than 
to Algeria since the conclusion of our recent 
civil war. In Nc-w York alone the number of 
French seaboards, announcing every kind of 
industry and trade, has of late surprisingly 
increased. 
Even since the declaration of war 


between France and Prussia—an event which, 
must temporarily check French as well aa 
German immigration—it is curious to learn 
that one of the most extensive schemes of 
immigration from France ig still being success- 
fully carried out. Thus a despatcn from St. 
Louis, which was originally a centre of French 
colonization, informed us yesterday of the 
arrival in that city of the agent of the Human- 
itarian Society of France, on. his way to south- 
west Missouri in search of a location for two 
thousand French families. After ths termina- 
tion of the Impending wa.r in Europe we may 
expect that Frenchmen, Germans, Swedes, 
Norwegians, Irish, Scotch ana. English; in Sne, 
Europeans of every nation, will swell the 
flood of immigration to an unprecedented 
height. 
With onr present 
comparatively 


sparse population and our vast area of terri- 
tory we can. heartily welcome all, whether 
from Europe or from Asia, who shall seek 
homes in free America and aid in ths develop- 
ment of its incalculable resources of wealth 
and prosperity. 


ME. SEWAED has given the negroes who 


celebrated one of their emancipation days yes- 
terday at Auburn some sound advice. He ad- 
vised them to keep themselves free by edu- 
cating themselves up to the requirements of 
freemen and to compass the freedom of their 
brothers ia the West Indies, South America 
and Africa in the same way. The latter part 
of Mr. Seward's advice we think was super- 
fluous. The emancipation of the negroes in 
the West Indies, in South America and in 
Africa is being worked out by a sharper and 
prompter method than education. In the West 
Indies it is being carved out by the sword as it 
was carved out here, and in South America 
and Africa it is being brought about by the 
ruling example and influence of the United 
States.

The Holy Father, in select- 
ing Malta as his retreat, in view of the necessity 
of his retirement, doubtless expects aa early 
return to Borne under some new arrangement, 
or otherwise we should again recommend him 
the advantages of a permanent removal to the 
United States, where he would be permanently 
secure against all European.

Arabia. Tlius, upon the north of the African 
continent she is encamped with 3,000,000 of 
popul ition. 
Following her down the western 


coast and thence arouad the capes, we flnd 
her with 1,000,000 in Senegambia, a province 
of untold future wealth and itn jortance; on 
the COted'Or Calso called Porlo-Novo); at Ga- 
boon with 200,000; at lie do la Reunion, with 
225,000; at tho lies Mayolte and Nossi-BiS with 
Srl,000, aad at lie Ste. Marie with 10,000 sub- 
jects. Mauritius, the Ho de Fraics and her 
alliances in Madagascir, make her strong in 
the Mozambique Channel, as she is strong in 
the Mediterranean and the Red seas. Ia Asia 
she protects in. the usual way the brilliant little 
kingdom of Cambodia, and holds six provinces 
of Coshin China, and the fins old settlement of 
Pondieherry and its dependencies. In Oceania 
she has New Caledonia and the Loyalty and 
Marquesas islands, with nearly 2,000,000 in- 
habitants, and protects the Tahiti group and 
the Gambier islands as well as the Touamatou 
and Toubouai isles. These protectorates give 
her 1,000,000 of people. In America she has 
French Guiana, Gaadeloupe, ^Martinique, St. 
Pierre and il.quelon, with 2,800,000 inhabit- 
ants. Then she has fishing rights aad settle- 
meals of aonae importance at Caps Breton and 
many minor points dotted over the Western 
hemisphere. In fine, it will be safe to com- 
pute that, scattered about thus, she has de- 
votedly attached to her fully 12,000,000 of 
people, partly natives of the respective coun- 
tries and partly of French origin. 
Then she 


has her ''factories" in Caiaa and Japan, and, 
quite oddly to relate, a sympathetic population 
in Eastern Russia, the descendants of French- 
men who found their way by fortune of war 
to Siberia. 


It will be seen, by comparing the survey we 


have taken with the map, that France thus 
literally encompasses the globe with a series 
of strong positions so skilfully pitched near - 
continents, straits, narrow seas and the mouths 
of great rivers, that, in case of any disabling 
misfortune occurring to her great English 
rival, she would but have to tighten her reins, 
so to speak, in order to crush almost any other 
antagonist. 
The United States would soon 


have felt this boa constrictor clasp had French 
domination realized its recent dreams in 
Mexico aad on the Isthmas of Tehuantepee. 
As it is, with Cuba in Spanish hands to-day, 
in French hands, possibly, ere long, there re- 
mains a mighty fulcrum close to our own 
doors for a lover, one end of which might be 
grasped and pressed in Paris and the other be 
prying away the foundations of independent 
strength in either North or Sonth America. 
It 5s well that France ia, indeed, our firm, and 
fast friend, and that the coup d'etat a fexlcrieur 
or outside State-stroke which was-to follow 
the one achieved on the 2d of December, 
1851, has never been directed-against us, clso 
might we, too, have had sore reason to feel 
;he strangling pressure of the great cordon

Tampering with the Stviteb. 


On Saturday night a freight train, on tfta 


Suaquehanna division of the Erie Railroad, 
going west, was thrown off the track. Tha 
"orwardcars were smashed to pieces and a 
number of horses in the cars were more or less- 
njured, while two men were instantly killed. 
The conductor and engineer declared that the 
accident was caused by some person having 
"tampered with the switch." Doubtless many 
railway accidents have been caused by persons 
"tampering with the switch;" but if pubiia 
opinion were as keenly alive as it ought to b« 
to the vital importance of detecting and 
severely punishing these diabolical "tampererg 
with tbe switch" their occupation would soon 
be gone. Moreover, the guilt to be justly laid 
to their charge is but a molehill to the moun- 
tain of responsibility that weighs upoa railway 
corporations themselves for the vast insjority 
of accidents directly or indirectly occasioned 
by their culpable indifference to human life. 
A full and accurate statistical record of such 
accidents during the last ten years would 
reveal an aggregate of horrible results too 
dreadful to 
contemplate. 
The 
utatement 


which the late Mr. Nathan made to an Ameri- 
can railway king, that at the Mount Sinai Hos- 
pital alone, "iu the course of two years, 
nearly forty persons, more or less seriously 
injured along the line of his railroad in tho 
city, had baen brought in and treated, without 
thc expense of a cent either to tlie railroad or 
to the injured parties." gives bat a flint idea 
of the accidents which occur along the thou- 
sands of miles of railway in the United States. 
The usual verdict in each of these cases is, 
"Nobody to blame." But the time will surely 
come when no such verdict can be accepted, 
and when tampering with human life on tho 
part of railway corporations shall excite as 
deep indignation and be ag summarily pon- 
isbed as any alleged "tampering with the 
switch" by individuals.

There is a very general mistake la regard to the 


status of General bickles and some other arniyom 
ccrs under the new army bill. 16 Is supposed that 
by its provisions Sickles must either resign his 
position in the army or five up Ms mission 
as MtaUter to Spam. It is argued tliac the new law 
forbids any army officer from being elected or ap- 
pointed to any civil office. The law is by no means 
so sweeping. It simuly provides that no officer "on 
the active list" shall be so elected or appointed. 
General Sickles Is not on the active list at all. He 
was retired with the full rank of major general on 
the Mta or April, 1859, and therefore Is not affected 
bytheoew law at all. Before Sickles lea nere lor 
ilaarld he wok counsel on the subject and studied 
it himself with the teen, legal acumen which, he pos- 
sesses. In the particular reeard in question tne law 
then in force at the time of his appointment Das not 
been changed at all. He will therefore remain at 
bis post without endangering his standing in the 
»nny.

By way of Europe we have our newspaper files 


from Turkey, dated in Constantinople on the 6th 
of July. The journals supply the following im- 
portant news reports:— 


From the Levant Herald of July 6 and written 


reports from the Turkish provinces we ha?e the 
following advices:— 


The official plan fur tbe reconstrnetion of Pera 


is said to be on the point of being approved, if, 
indeed, it has not already been decided upon. 


The Pltare de Bosphore, » little journal which 
gets the credit of certain influential '•iiispiratioDg" 
in Constantinople, states that there has been an 
interchange of "notes" between the British and 
Russian governments on the subject of the Mara- 
thon murders. The diplomatic usage is not to 
emoloy official "notes" under such circumstances, 
and there is reason to believe that no document 
of the kind has been received from the Foreign 
Office from Prince Gortschikoff. 


The Bassiret publishes a letter from Shnmla 


stating that there were 25,000 soldiers in camp 
there, and that various military manoeuvres are 
practised daily. 


The same paper in on article on the late fire in 


Pera repudiates the imputation made in certain 
quarters thut the -generosity shown by the 1'orte 
to the satt'erers was prompted by motives of poli- 
tical interest, by a wish to curry favor with Eu- 
rope. The Turkish journal is severe upon those 
"who, nnder the impression thai the government 
is bound to relieve them, harass the authorities 
with their importunities. Some years ago an 
equally terrible Ore devastated StatnbooL, on 
which occasion thousands of Mussulman families 
were ruined. But Europe was far from vouch- 
safing to them the same charity that it has ex- 
tended t> the sufferers by the Pera fire, lor whom 
large European subscription-* have been made." 


The Souria publishes telegrams from Gashid 


Pacsa, the Governor General of Syria, describing 
his proceedings against the "refractory mountain 
tribes." He had established his base of opera- 
tional Terdjano in the Beti-Chelef, a dependency 
ofLattakia. All the tribss in tbe neighborhood 
had made their submission and given up their 
arms. They had furnished11 their quota, also, to 
the military contingent, and paid their allotted 
share of the expenses of the <-spedition, fur which, 
in return, they nad recsived fall pardon from the 
government. The village of Chalha, however, 
maintained its resistance, and the Governor Gen- 
eral, accompanied by All Pacha, general of divi- 
sion, and a detachment of troops mounted on 
mules, proceeded ia person to subdue ttis village, 
situated in a strong position on a steep. The 
roads, surrounded by dense forests, were almost 
impossible to traverse, and it taxed all the energy 
of the troops to work their way to Cbalha. As 
soou as the mountaineers lonnd that the soldiers 
were upon them they abandoned the village and 
took refuge in the marshy grounds at the foot of 
the rocks. The troops seized 1,000 sheep and 500 
head ol' cattle, and "as the village had, from its 
position, become a very nest of disaffection and 
brigandage, it was set fire to and destroyed." 


The HudaveruKghiar states that silk cocoons 


are beginning to reach Broussa. During the 
week sales were brisk at Ipck Khan. Saturday 
8,000 pkes of cocoons were sold, and-on the three 
following days the sales amounted iu all to nearly 
40,000 okes. This year the disease among tho 
silkworms has not been so serious as it was las'. 


The Takrimi Vakai publishes a circular irora 


the Minister of Commerce to the Governors Gene- 
ral of all the provinces ot Turkey oo til- subject 
ot the London Exhibition of utxr, year. This cir- 
cular states that a committee ot the Exhibition 
had presented to the Porte, through her Britannic 
Majesty's Ambassador at Constantinople, a state- 
ment of the class of articles which it would be de- 
sirable Turkey should send, aud that the Porte 
ha*! referred this statement of tlie Knglish com 
mittee to his Excellency 'CalJouli Pacha, Minister 
of Commerce, with instriicti'ius to see that its sug- 
gestions were carried into full effect.

A report presented by tlie Board of Health

cept the Mussulmans and Protestants—whose 
loss, as is known, was very trifling—aod, includ- 
ing both the actual dead and missing of ihe whole, 
the total loss so certified does not exceed 350. 


A telegram received from the Governor Gene- 


ral of Syria ivports very unfavorably of the state 
of the crops throughout that provicTcc. The fail- 
ure is nearly general in cereals of all kinds and 
the peasants are unable to repay the advances 
made to them by the merchants. 


At Scutari Prince Nicholas soli! to an English- 


man the steam yacht Silistria, which was prestnt- 
ed to him by tlie Sultan". This afl'air, which, to 
say the least, was characterised by very bad 
taste, has been followed by disastrous resnlts.

Finnncutl Condition of the Kmpire— 


Towards Uluuey and National I>iCleu!ti=a. 


[From the Levant Herald (Constantinople), July 6.] 


In anticipation of the Budget, the publication 


of which may now shortly be expected, it may 
perhaps be useful to cast an impartial glance at 
the present condition and tue future prospects of 
the. finances of the empire, based on the elab- 
orate and able report of Mr. Barren, her Britannic 
Hajesty'sSecretary of Embassy-at Constantinople, 
on the taxation of Turkey. 
There are few coun- 


tries ia the world, excepting those peopled by the 
Aimlo-S 'Xpu race, the normal condition of which 
in a financial point of view is not one of constantly 
recurring delicits. 
In this respect Tnrkey has 


arrived at a point when effective measures have 
become necessary to prevent it from drifting into 
difficulties of the most serious character. Last 
year the increase of expenditure over revenue 
amounted to £2,348,456, and a loan of £12,000,000 
was negotiated to pay off that sum, and to 
extinguish the floating debt, amounting to 
£5.841,324. 
Within a period of five years the 


annual charge for tho public debt has been 
increased by £853,022, representing a capital, 
if- borrowed at twelve per cent, of £7,OCB',000 
thus showing that the permanent deficit amounts, 
on an average, to £1,406,000 per annum. It is 
necessary to bear in mind that this deficit is caused 
l>y various items of expenditure which, for years 
to come, will probably be increased rather than 
diminished; and it may therefore be assumed 
tuat, together with the annual increase iu ordi- 
nary and extraordinary expenditure, the revenue 
of Turkey will for an indeCnite period fall short 
by about £2,500,000 of the gross outlay of the 
country. Nations as well as individuals must 
submit to rules founded on the same economical 
principles, if they would extricate themselves 
Irom Hnancial difficulties. The only alternative is 
retrenchment or the discovery of new sources of 
wealth. 
To meet deficiencies by loans, unless 


concurrently supplemented by economy or an 
increase of revenue, can only lead in the end to 
greater difficulties and to more dangerous pitlalls. 
Ihe most obvious remedy in the case of Turkey ia 
of course retrenchment, for which ample room 
can he found ID the present practically unlimited 


Of (be cj¥u lut. the iaordioito ealarieg 


of the highest dignitaries of the State, and tb*o 
vast field affording innumerable opportunities 
for extravagance, naste, jobbery and corrup- 
tion of all kinds. No doubt cousidaiable im- 
provement ba-i uiken place of la'e ye-irs in these 
n'snect-, but much, verv much -till remains to be 
effected. " Useless palaces and ^iron-dads," re- 
marks Mr. Barren—though we cannot concur in 
the opinion thut ihe latter are altogether use- 
less—are the only things ttr.t can be s>>ovn for 
the largfl annual increase of dsbt which has for 
many ypara been "a normal fea'iire of Turkteu 
finance." 
The charge for the military forcea has 


also been increased by £031,000 per annum a» a 
necessary con-eqtience of the law ol Juno, 18C9, 
decreeing their reorganization, thoitsli it is cer- 
tainly feisibla to increase th'f efficiency, and, 
therefore, the real strength of the arrov, without 
adding to the already large cost of it* mainte- 
nancs. When we tiud one-third of the revenue of 
the empire swallowed up by tiiree items uione— 
war, ordnance and marine—it is impoa-ible 10 
avoid thinkinz that much might be accomplished 
in ttte wa'y of retrenchment in th->se great depart- 
ments without doing any material injury to their 
efficiency. A whe economy is perfectly consist- 
ent with, the highest efficiency.

t>je Chinaman ^Jorbs on Hie Sajjnr 


Plantations—The Foelins of the Negyo for 
Hi3>. 
[From the New Orleans Republican, Jnly 24.] 
On Wednesday we passed near the llillaudon 


plantation, now owned by Mr. Merrill, in conjunc- 
tion with several other gentlemen. We took the 
occasion to ascertain how the Chinese laborers 
who, a few weeks ago, came down the river and 
are now at work on the plantation w. re doing. 
and how far their employers were satisSed with 
the experiment of Chinese labor on the sugar 
field. We were informed by the manager, Mr. 
Kingsly, that the enterprise is undoubtedly a suc- 
cess, unless some disturbing element arises which 
cannot at present be foreseen. 
The Chinese 


plough in good style, equally as well as trained 
colored ploughmen. Thty are as yet a little slow 
with the hoe, but are constantly improving, and 
they work with a steady perseverance during all 
ti>e allotted hours of labor. 


It has be^n mentioned before m this paper that 


the Chinese appear unwilling to engage as labor- 
ers on plantations or farms unless in large num- 
bers. This may easily be accounted for by ob- 
vious reasons. In addition to this, it seems that 
in their work they pay little attention to any direc- 
tions given, unless such directions come through 
the" medium o_f their head man. This is the case 
with the Chinese on the HiHaudon plantation. 
They attend implicitly to any direction given by 
their chief, however. This chief, bo'far as we can 
ascertaia, appears to be a man of superior caste or 
rank, and as such commands the respect of hia 
mere plebeian followers. He wears a species of 
bracel-t on his ar-n, which seems to be the em- 
blem of authority, and be is probably of the Chi- 
nese aristocracy of learning. At any rate', as long 
as things are satisfactorily arranged with the lead- 
ing man there appears to be no lear of trouble 
with the subordinates. 


John Chinaman seems to entertain _a very lively 


sense of his own interest in any bargain he makes; 
aod the man of the Flowery Kingdom is not a 
whit behind the descendants of Canaan's conquer- 
ors in business shrewdness. He has a keen relish, 
too, for getting hold of the right end of the as- 
paragus—for having the best of a bargain. This 
was shown by some keen manoeuvring to arrange 
tbe system of labor for live days and a half each 
week, while getting paid for six days. He is open 
to reason, however, and acknowledging with be- 
witching candor that he would not like to work 
six days aud get paid lor five and a half, he was 
brought by Taukee astuteness to acknowledge, 
also, that the rule ought to work both ways; so 
John was finally contented to obtain remuneration 
to the extent of his L.bor, and no more. 


We had some opportunity to learn what the 


colored niiin thinks of his new competitor, and 
how far ttiey are likely to harmonize together. 
One man said that the pleunfulness of Chinese 
labor would have tlie efibcc of stirring up sonie 
of the lazy folks, and miike them open tlifir eyes- 
when tlisy fuund tftat labor wai so plentiful; 
that they could no linger loal nntil the meal bar- 
rel was eiapiyaud tue last fac ?ide gone, and 
than po to work for some one who was glad to 
get them. 


Another said no decent colored man need trou- 


ble himself about John Chinaman, "'canst you 
see, bov-s, dat any man's g'jt a bead on his shoul- 
ders un's xvillia' to u-e ee arm-* an1 leg, kin allus 
git wuck in di-* country, 'caze dare allus plenty to 
do." 
One old auntie, who looked as if born in 


the year one, said ihe Cb:nes_e "very good people; 
don't do nullin to nobody; mind der own buue.ss." 


Geueially there was no lee!in£ of jealousy 


among the colored folks? in the neighburho-'J o"f 
ths Chinese, aud the prospect seems to promise 
success. 


THE Gr.OFSUS(13IH;RS SiSiAS. 


[From the Atchison Champion, July 27.] 


Tlie harvest of small grains is ove"-, and the re- 


sult gives us s-pecial cause fur congratula'ion. It 
is the opinion of careful observers that the wheat 
<yi>p throughout Northern Kansas will average 
from eighteen to twenty bushels per acre. There 
are numerous instances where thirty-five and 
forty, bushels to ihe acre have been produced. 
The straw is generally sliort. but the berry is un- 
usually large aud healthy. In quality the wheat 
of this season is iar superior to a'ny ever hereto- 
fore raised in the State. The oat crop is im- 
mense. The yield is larger than has ever before 
been known iu the State, and it weighs out more 
than it had done in any previous year. The yield of 
rye and barley is also excellent, and so of early 
bitoom corn. We hear or portions of our count y 
where the corn is growing finely, having ha'd 
abundance of rain, while in other" sections not a 
shower has come to refresh it. and it is shrivelling 
'in the intense bf at. The same accounts come to 
us from all parts of Northern Kansas. All concur, 
however, in ssying that the long "heated spell" 
is doing the crop great damage, and that to give 
us any thing like a lair yield there must be cenerous 
showers within a short time. The abuudant yield 
ot small grains will make the failure of a lull crop 
of corn less a calamity than it otherwise would 
have been. Many of our farmers, however, had 
planted very little except corn, and a partial or 
total failure of this crop would be a severe blow 
to them.

The obsequies of the late Benjamin Nathan toot 


place yesterday forenoon, from his late residence, 
Ko. 12 West Twenty-third street. The hour Used for 
tte departure of the funeral cortege was ten o'clock, 
bat fully two hours before that time crowds began 
to congregate in the street in tne immediate vicinity 
M the dwelling, aud by the time the carriages and 
bearse had arrived there was at ieast live thousand 
persons on the block between the Filth and Sistli 
ivcnnes. While the ceremonies were beln;* quietly 
Conducted 
in the bouse the crowds Increased 


steadily. Men, women and children thronged toward 
the Filth Avenue Hotel from every avenue and 
street in me neighborhood, and by ten o'clock the 
Crush was so great that the police found themselves 
utterly powerless to Keep tbe crowd in order. The 
consequence was that not only the sidewalks, but 
Twenty-third street itself, In tne vicinity of the 
bouse, became crowded, and the stages which gene- 
rally pass througn it had to turn auout from tne two 
adjoining avenues, and make a new thoroughfare of 
Twenty-fourth street In fact the multitude became 
finally BO immense, and the excitement so great, that 
Captain Burden had to send to tlse station house for 
the reserves, who, on arriving on the ground, 
bad great difficulty successfully to-cope with the 
thousands who fllled up every available space on the 
block. They managed, however, after a little while, 
to get tlie greater portion of the crowd back to the 
sidewalks, although many women who had imou- 
flently got too far into the dense mass fainted when 
the general scramble for place anil posit:ou beyond 
the curbs occurred. The honse in which the

As the body was being removed from the building 
the Rev. J. J. Ljons was so overcome by Bis ieeiings 
01 sorrow and grief an I the exertion re<!til:ed lor 
the mournlul cmty periormeJ by him, mat he nearly 
fainted, lie reared to tlie dining room, where seve- 
ral ladies and gentlemen, by the use olice and other 
appropriate nkans, restored him sufficient y to en- 
able him to accompany the funeral corU ge to the 
cemstery. 


A rtJBMO MARX OP SyMrATBT. 
At halfpasc ten o'clock there was a move- 
ment amont: the crowds oil the stoop wnien 
indicated tnat 
the ceremonies bad come to 
an end within, aud a grand lush at once took 
placa toward tne house. 
The j;ol!ce breasted 
the lorrcnt, and would in all probability liave been 
ovcrRhelinea but for the appearance of tlie coflln, 
borne on ihe scoulders of the pall bearers. Tue 
ehect of this a^par.tion was instantaneous upon the 
crowd. The rush ceased suddenly, as II everybody 
had been rooted to tne spot he stuoJ upon by some 
invisible spell, and a silence of deattt tooK the place 
of tne num of voices and the noise of shufllmg leet 
ivnicli had a minute before ie=ounded throughout 
the street. The coffin was borne down tiie steps, 
and as the pall bearers reached the sidewalk aaa 
marclied slowly toward the hearse in waiting at tae 
door, the crowd UUCOA ered their beads and remained 
so uncovered until the coflln had been placed in the 
hearse. 


THE FOKCICAI, CORTEGE 
marened down Twentr-third street to Sixth avenue, 
pieceeded and followed on the glctewalK by an im- 
mense crowd, woiih kept along with tne procession 
until it had reached the ferry. On resetting Nine- 
teenth street the carriages turned into Hand went 
towards Filth a', euue, and as tae cortege passed the 
Synagogue (tae gas lamps in front ol which on tlie 
street » ere lighted), the doors ol tne sacred edifice 
were thrown open and were kect open until the last 
carnage in the procession had passe,! by. All along 
the route tha Bidewaifo were crowded. 
The fact that the 
coach, 
immediately in 
the rear of the hearse, and winch contained 
the sons of the deceased, was surrouaood by 
police in full unifoi-m, escited coasiilerable com- 
ment wherever tne cortege wenr. It id under- 
stood tliat it was so cuarJe«i to prevent tlie carious 
from getting too near the vehicle to gr.ituy their 
morbid curiosity, 'ihe blinds of tlie coach were 
kept down all the way to the cemetery, 


AT THE CEMETERY. 
On the arrival at the cemeteiy, which IE tbe pro- 
perty of the congregation, and situated at cypress 
liill, the procession reformed in the same order as It 
passed from ine house. TUe usual funeral services 
of the Hebrew Caurcli were read and fervent prayers 
offered by Rev. Dr. Lyons, and tbe remains were 
lowered into the grave amid the tears of all sur- 
rounding it.

from thalr boxes and pick up a horseshos, a buckla 
or other article of apparently no value. It is not at 
all unlikely that in this manner it was taken into 
the premises. 
An old coachman may have 
found it on one or the streets years ago, picked 
it up and conveyed It to the stable, where t: may 
have laid for an indefinite period. If the murderer 
Is an. attache of the boose, and his object was to 
gain access to the safe to obtain the will or money; 
It is very Improbable that he wouhl go outside of the 
premises for an instrument. A seared of the coach- 
man's box would be one of the possibilities, and an 
Inexperienced burglar, or novice, would select tbe 
most convenient aad to htm available weapon to be 
found. 
In the stable the "dog" was probably 
secured, and taken m to be used In breaking tne 
IOCK, when Mr. Nathan discovered the attempt, 
made a vigorous resistance aud received the blows 
that caused his death. Why there should be mystery 
in the presence on the premises of this instrument 
does not clearly appear.

Proleasor ENBEHASS—Chemistry does not show 
it; but u ecieiitilic examination of the olood stains 


REPORTER—In what way ? 
PROFESSOR K—Arterial blood coming fresh from 
the veins and not yet coagulated, will give a uni- 
formly red or brown colored stain, according to 
the health at tlie subject ana the vein from which It 
flows. AS it ones it assumes a cupped form. The 
e<iges"of the stain may DC somewhat, ligiiter in color 
ou account of a larger quantity of <-erum being 
found tnere. The blood generally becomes coagu- 
lated ten minutes after leaving the veins. This pro- 
cess of coagulation, as you are doubtless aware, is 
due to the crystalization of the fibrin which en- 
closes the blood corpasculca forming the clot, and 
tne clot separates irom the serum, which' Is a yel- 
lowish but nearly colorless albumous fluid. 


KEPOSTSU—But, to return to the main question, 
what will be tbe difference, Professor, in the appear- 
ance of the stains between those made by fresh blood 
and those produced by coagulated blood ? 


PKOFESSOR E.—A stain produced by congulatea 
blood will be different In its appearance from that 
produced by fresh, warm blood just Irom the veins, 
as its etiuiw of iluTerent colors, as 1 have already said 
will ne visible.

from coagulated blood woicli would not appear in 
fresh blood.

Although Judge Bed- 
ford baa been back from his brief European tour 
nearly a week, and has received the congratulations 
of a number of our aitlaen* upon his safe return, 
yet his appearance on i lie bench yesterday to enter 
noon the discharge «f ols official duties was the oc- 
casion of renewed manifestations of cordial greet. 
jag oa tne part of lead lug members of tne bar and 
prominent citizens, who crowded tne courtroom. 
Judge Bedford received tno congratulations of the 
gentlemen who sought to address him personally with 
his usual suability, but when the Hour approached 
to commence the discnarge of his official functions 
open the Denoh he directed the business of tne 
day to be commenced. The number of prisoners 
now awaiting trial In the Tombs is very large and 
the number Is daily increasing; but the Court Is de- 
termined to do all In its power, assisted by the pros- 
ecatins? officers, to give accused parties a speedy 
trial, and it is needless to add that wherever Incorri- 
gible and old offenders are convicted they will be 
punished wita the utmost severity. His Honor inti- 
mated that if it were necessary he would git the 
whole of the month, hi order to dispose of the crimi- 
nal business of the county; but It is hoped and be- 
lieved that tais will not be necessary, for the District 
Attorney and his assistants nave so adjusted the ma- 
cliinery or the office as to compress the business of 
the month into a few days. 


.The first business in order was the empanelling 


of the Grand Jury, which was effected witnout de- 
ay. Mr. Wiliiara Habirshaw was selected to act as 
'oreman. After the grand jurors were sworn City 
Judge Bedford delivered the following important 
and interesting charge, which was listened to with 
profound attention:—

JUST— It is made my duty according to law to direct 
your attention especially to all offences against cue 
excise and usury laws, the laws passed to preserve 
the purity of elections, the laws forblddine lotteries 
and the taking of illegal lees by public officers, and 
the law passed in I860 to prevent frauds in the sale 
or tickets upon steamboats and other Vessels. 
I 
nust also inform you that it is a misdemeanor for 
iny grand juror or officer of the court to disclose tae 
act of an indictment havmc been found forielonv 
against any person not in actual confinement, until 
such, person shall be arrested. And now, gentlemen 
of tne jury. I cannot take leave of yon without re- 
minding you of the great responsibility devolving 
upon you. You stand between tlie State and the 
accused, sworn to do justice to both, and to see that 
no injustice be done to either. Remember, without 
rour action, no criminal, high or low, can be brought 
f> trial and to judgment, in the language 
of another: "To you is committed the preser- 
vation ol the peace of the county, the care of 
bringing to light, for examination, trial and nunish- 
ment, all violence, outrage, indecency and terror— 
everything that mar occasion danger, disturbance 
or dismay to the citizens. You are watciimen sta- 
ioned by the laws to survey the conduct of your 
ellow-citizens, and to inquire wnen and by whom 
mblic authority has been violated, or the consiitu- 
lonandthe laws infringed." I make this quota- 
tion, for I tbjnfc the time lias come when everv one 
of you, gentlemen, sworn as grand jurors, suonla 
ully realize the condition of tuimffi In this city. 
The lawless cia^s are becoming daily more daring 
•wd reckless. 
They must be checked in their 
mad career. The protection of society and the In- 
ure welfare of the metropolis depend in great mea- 
sure upon thd prompt award of punishment for 
crime; and the people look to the authorities for 
"jrotection. Let them not look in vain. Let every 
JCHcIal in these trying times prove himself worthy 
f the people's confidence. But a day or two ago

Another SensaSion 


Xotwlthstancllng the extravagant intimations of 


"foul play," as set forth in a sensational mornlog 
paper, in comteeUon with the suicide ot Sarah 
Cooper, at Willlamsbrieige, 'Vfestcliester county, on 
tlie 24ih ult., the belief that snediedby uerowu 
hands exists In tbe minds of all those most familiar 
wltu. the circumstances attendant upon the finding 
and examination of tne body. It was ascertained yes- 
terday irom Sergeant Steers, of tno Tremont police, 
that Osccola Cooper, the husband of deceased, alter 
discovering tne body of nis wife susoendeU from 
the rollers of the honse, hastened to the police station 
aud announced the fact 
Having accompanied 
Cooper to ills abode, a short distance from Wil- 
llamsbridge, tne Sergeant was conducted to an 
upper room, where he made a thorough survey or 
tne premises. Tiie booy was still hanging, sus- 
pended By a, small shawl, and with tae feet some 
distance from the floor. Close by was a soap box, 
which deceased had evidently stood upon while ad- 
justing the latal noose, and which apparently served 
as a platform from which she stepped into mid-air 
After cutting her down the Serseaut examined tno 
neck, and the marks here visible, together with other 
unmistakable evidences, convinced him that it was 
a clear case of selfrmuraer, and In this opinion he 
was fully sustained by the verdict of tho Coroner's 
jury. 


The remains were subsequently Interred at Wood- 
lawn Cemetery, and had not been disturbed up to 
noon yesterday. It appears that tbe deceased wo- 
man's relatives disliked Cooper and his lamlly ou 
account of their aboriginal extraction, ana on Fri- 
day they obtained a permit from Coroner Bathgata 
to exhume the body that It might ba examined by a 
physician of their acquaintance. It was agreed 
upon by the relatives of tne deceased that Uicy 
should exhume the remains on Saturday, the at- 
tenaauce of the Coroner beinc requested on the oc- 
casion.

Kassau-Saarbrucken, and a palace 
church, containing monuments of the family Thi 
Saar here Becomes navigable and the scenery along 
the route to Saarlouis is very picturesque There 
are two historical incidents wnich will serve to pre- 
serve the memory of Saarlouis, If nothing hereafter 
render it famous. It was the birthplace of Marshal 
Key, and here, too, is tha lortress built l>v A'auban 
within a year ia consequence of & wager with. Lotus 


A few miles higher np Is Hettlacli, where the Saar 
makes a considerable circuit, but a rallwav tunnel 
enables the traveler to take a straight Hue and catch 
the river again after a comparatively snort interval. 
In this locality is a building founded In the seventh 
century as a Benedictine abbey, but cow transform- 
ed into an extens.ve stoneware faetorv. 
Some Jour or five miles to the northwest, on a 
narrow strip of land between the two arms of the 
Saar, is the rained castle of Hontclair, destroyed la 
1350 by Elector Baldwin of Treves; and within a 
short distance, on a bom rock overhanging tue river, 
is & chapel, restored by the late Klug Frederics 
William IV. (brother of tbe present King or Prussia) 
and where he caused the bones or fcis ancestor, the 
biinil King John of Bohemia, who fell at Cressy 
(1S46). to ue deoosited. 
Saurbarg, the next place of any importance, is 
situated m a basin formetl fav the surrounding hills, 
and is commanded by the extensive ruins or a castle 
of the former Electors of Trevea. It Is not autil we 
loilow the Saar a few miles lower down, that what 
may De strictly termed the valley of tne liosellft is 
entered. There once was a bndge over the river at 
Conz, wnich 13 mentioned by a.Koaiau poetof the 
rouith century, but it -was destroyed by the French 
under Marshal Crequl, on their retreat, August 11, 
16J5, 
when defeated by the confederates trader 
George William or Brunswick. The railway crosses 
the Moselle by a massive stone bridge, on the left 
bank of which the line to Treves diverges. Treves 
is deemed the oldest town iu Germany, and is 
said to have been -the capital ot tue Tievlii. 
a tribe or jselgic 
Gauls, who -were con- 
quered by Julias Csesar in the year 56 B. C. Of 
lu creatnesa as a Roman colony, nna ol Us 
wonaerrai Roman relics, we must not here .speak, 
its nrat bishop was eiectwl In 323, ^nd far nearly 
fifteen ceutnnes it co'nrintied to be the re-idena? of 
ecclesiastical dignitaries aad Electors, until Clemens 
\VeuceUus, the last Elector, transferred his residence 
to coulentz in 1780. on Angnst 10, 1794 tbe town 
was taken bj the French, who exacted a contribu- 
tion of. 1,800,000 francs, and followed npthls btep tn 
,1802 by "abolishing an the rellgiouaestftWlsliments." 
' It wma maue '.over to JTossla In 1816. Its populat.ou 
numbers HLS4U, mciadmg SUTS soldiers and only 
1,500 are returned as Protestant. Tne town is'sur- 
rounded by red sandstone walls, relieved by numerous 
towers, and tlie surrounding scenery is rich ana va- 
riegated. Luxemburg, though not in a straight line 
wltu the Moselle, u only a few miles to the west of 
Treves. 
Of Its former importance 03 a fortiOcil 
town it la, perhaps, unnecessary to sij anything 
elncc, in 1S87, It was placed uuder the waid or the 
great Powers and dismantled.

The trial of Charles Kramer, indicted for rob- 
bing silverware from the residence of Colonel 
John 0. Haynard, ended on Saturday evening in 
the condemnation of the accused, and produced n 
heartrending scene seldom equalled, even in a 
crimiual court. Kramer has "been three times 
tried for this offence. On the first occasion th.8 
verdict was set aside on the ground that Judge 
Lake gave the jury instructions in the absence ot 
the defendant's counsel. On the second trial the 
jury disagreed, and the third was that whicfc 
ended on Saturday. The principal difficulty in 
the case seemed to consist ia the f-ct tl.at the" in- 
dictment charged the defendant with "burglary," 
whereas the testimony rendered it possible that 
the offence which lie really committed was 
receiving, 
with 
a 
guilty 
knowledge that 


the silverware 
wna 
stolen, 
and that tho 
burglary was cominitied by a man named Meyers, 
who is also indicted for the ofleace. 
Ths 


evidence in the ease was concluded on Friday 
evening, and the whole of Saturday was consumed 
in addresses to the jury, more than usual cars 
being bestowed upon the case. Judge Lake went 
minntely through the evidence, calling the atten- 
tion of the jury to such portions as were perti- 
nent to the issue. His charge occupied one hoar' 
in its delivery. During nearly the whole of tha 
trial the defendant's wife, who is a young woman, 
of prepossessing appearance, about twenty years 
of age, sat with two young children on ber knees. 
She was placed on the stand to testify on behalf 
of her husband, and the eager anxiety which sha 
displayed to shield the loved, though erring one, 
elicited much sympathy on her behalf.

into the court with a verdict of guilty, und a strong 
recommendation 
to

young wife heard the announcement which 
consigned the 
father of her babes to a 


felon's cell her feelings perfectly overpowered her,' 
and a scene followed that beggars description. 
Several of the jurymen -wept like children, and 
tears stood in even the eyes of lawyers who ara 
not unaccustomed to similar,scenes. Even tho
